to  this  office  immediately  after  unit  receives  TAG0  MT  Orders  separating 
individual  from  the  MT  ARNG  to  insure  MPRJ  arrives  at  the  USA  Reception 
Station  prior  to  reporting  date  of  individual  concerned.

401 .   NOTES  FROM  THE  STATE  SURVEY  BOARD.— A  case  recently  reviewed  con- 
cerned the  failure  of  a  unit  to  secure  organization  clothing  from  an 
individual  prior  to  his  discharge.   Once  the  person  has  been  discharged 
and  final  pay  processed  through  JUMPS  RC,  the  unit  commander  has  lost 
the  ability  to  secure  any  government  property  still  in  the  individual's 
posession  or  to  obtain  payment  for  any  property  lose. 

Lesson  Learned;   Do  not  process  a  discharge  until  all  recoverable  clothing 
and  equipment  has  been  turned  in.

501.   INACTIVE  DUTY  TRAVEL  (IDT)  WITH  PAY.— Paragraph  4-21c(2)  (a)  of  AR

prove travel  orders  be  placed  on  the  Travel  Voucher  DD  Form  1351-2 .   This 
statement  will  certify  as  to  date(s)  the  payee  was  entitled  to  pay  for 
Inactive  Duty  Training.   In  order  to  comply  with  this  requirement,  all 
IDT  travel  vouchers  with  accompanying  travel  orders  must  be  sent  to  the 
Adjutants  General  Department  for  the  required  Statement  and  signature. 
The  AGO  will  then  send  the  voucher  to  USPFO  for  mailing  to  the  Servicing 
Finance  and  Accounting  Officer. 


If  travel  is  to  be  performed  in  a  Non-Pay  Status  (IDT),  the  remark  "Duty 
to  be  performed  in  a  Non-Pay  Status"  must  be  typed  in  block  16  of  the  DD 
Form  1610c  The  following  statement  will  have  to  bs  typed  in  Section  III 
of  the  DD  Form  1351-2  Travel  Voucher:  "Duty  was  performed  in  a  Non-Pay 
Status  and  Quarters  and  Subsistence  were  not  available".  This  statement 
must  be  signed  by  the  unit  commander.  If  quarters  and  subsistence  are 
available,  delete  the  portion  starting  nonavailability =

PART  7.  —  SAFETY 

701.   BEWARE!  .  ..  .  THE  AN/VRG-12  ANTENNA.— A  fatal  accident  occurred  when 


a  soldier  walked  into  the  unprotected  tip  cf  either  an  AS-1729/VRC  or 
an  AT-912  antenna,  mounted  on  a  I/A  ton  jeep.   The  antenna  was  improp- 
erly tied  down  and  its  tip  was  not  protected  by  an  antenna  tip  cap 
(NSN  5820-00-A37-2353) .   It  is  mandatory  that  any  vehicle  having  a  tied 
down  antenna  must  have  a  tip  cap  installed.   The  tie  down  must  be  the 
triangular  arrangement  as  specified  in  June  1975  TM  A3-0001-9-2. 

The  antenna  tip  must  be  over  the  center  of  the  vehicle  and  must  be  no 
lower  than  9  feet  from  the  ground.   Vehicles  not  meeting  these  criteria 
consitutue  a  serious  safety  hazard.   It  should  be  noted  again  that  the 
accident  occurred  when  the  victim  walked  into  the  antenna  tip.   No  RF 
energy  was  involved. 

Get  a  copy  of  PS  magazine  issue  #27 A,  Sep  75  and  turn  to  page  2A.   They 
have  an  excellent  srticle  on  this,  complete  with  pictures. 

NOTE:   It  was  recently  noted  that  the  hole  in  the  gripping  disc  of  the 
Antenna  Cap  is  too  large.   The  size  of  this  hole  was  recently  changed 
by  Engineering  Change  Proposal  (ECP),  and  modified  tip  caps  should  reach 
the  field,  with  the  same  NSN,  soon.   Until  these  caps  are  obtained,  tape 
should  be  used  to  retain  the  cap. 

702  •   IV-13  WHEEL  AND  SPLIT  RIM  ASSEMBLIES  .—The  ARNG  has  experienced 
accidental  separations  during  inflation  of  ties  mounted  on  wheels  with 
split  rims. 

Each  wheel  has  a  number  stamped  on  the  inside  near  the  valve  stem  out- 
let while  the  split  rim  has  a  number  stamped  near  the  split  and  these 
two  numbers  must  match. 

There  is  a  possibility  of  many  mismatched  wheels  and  split  rims  in  the 
system. 

TACOM  has  been  made  aware  of  this  problem  and  the  field  will  be  advised 
of  their  findings. 

Advise  your  personnel  to  observe  all  safety  precautions  when  dealing 
with  wheels  and  split  rims  so  as  to  avoid  accidents  until  this  hazard 
can  be  eliminated.
